Creative  Student  Publishes 


A slight,  dark-haired  English  major  who  is  graduating  in  August 
has  just  put  a 16-page  “broadside  edition”  of  “The  Fool’s  Cap”  on 
sale  in  the  BYU  Bookstore. 

"THE  FOOL'S  CAP"  is  a blue-covered,  slender  pamphlet  con- 
taining a satirical,  parody  type  of  poetry.  According  to  its  author, 
it  is  a commemorative  for  all  1966  graduating  seniors. 

The  author  is  Robert  Scott,  a versatile  and  talented  individual 
from  Long  Beach,  California  with  a love  of  music  and  literature 
and  the  ambition  to  do  something  with  his  talents. 

"SINCE  I am  an -English  major  and  am  graduating  this  August, 
I thought  I ought  to  do  something  commemorative.”  explained  Robert. 

The  energetic  author  says  “The  Fool’s  Cap”  is  a pilot  edition 
of  about  200  issues  and  is  the  first  of  a plann^  series  of  three.  “I 
sat  down  in  a week  and  banged  out  about  90%  of  it,”  he  claimed. 

HIS  “Forewarning”  to  the  volume  states,  “It  was  the  intention 
of  the  Author  of  this  book  to  produce,  commemoratory  of  the  grand 
and  auspicious  occasion  of  his  receiving  of  the  B.A.  (pronounced  Bah!), 
a serious  and  realistic  account  of  his  experiences  with  University 
life.  Finding  this  a complete  failure,  he  turned  to  the  only  safe  and 
insane  thing  left,  namely  the  Truth!” 

ROBERT  has  had  abundant  writing  experience,  having  produced 
130  manuscripts  of  various  kinds  since  last  September.  “My  big 
success  was  “Don  Chaotic,”  a short  story  I wrote  for  the  fall  issue 
of  the  Wye  Magazine,  he  recalled. 

“That  issue  took  WAC  honors,”  he  continued.  He  avers  that  copies 
of  “The  Fool's  Cap”  will  be  placed  in  the  librar>'  and  alumni  house. 

AN  EXAMPLE  of  Robert's  satirical  poetry  is: 

Freshmen  Bo-Peep 

Like  all  other  sheep 

Follow  Fads  where  e're  they  find  them. 

From  Beatles  to  Cher, 

They  flock  everywhere. 

Leaving  their  brains  behind  them. 

Although  all  of  his  poems  are  his  own  work,  he  notes  in  his  intro- 
duction, “Being  uninhibited  by  such  things  as  good  taste,  (the 
author))  has  freely  dipped,  with  somewhat  sticky  fingers,  into  the 
rich  hairitage  of  the  Literary  past.” 

Robert  reports  that  he  transferred  from  Long  Beach  City  Junior 
College  as  a physics  major,  but  soon  changed  to  English  and  com- 
pleted a four-year  program  in  two  years.  His  double  minor  is  German 
and  Physics. 

HE  is  a professional  piano  player  having  appeared  at  Disneyland, 
in  Las  Vegas,  and  a musical  comedian  on  Concerts  Impromptu  at  BYU. 


Despite  this,  he  has  had  only  three  months  of 
piano  training  at  the  age  of  6,  and  three  more 
months  at  12.  “However,”  he  noted,  “I  don't  play 
by  ear— I use  my  fingers.!” 

ROBERT,  who  is  a percussionist  also,  expects 
a mission  call  next  month.  Meanwhile,  he  works 


with  the  culture  office  where  he  wrote  all  ta 
scripts  for  Talent  Week.  In  addition,  he  vvas| 
writer  of  one  of  the  student  assemblies.
